Reinsurance gamblers are beginning to 
take heavy risks on the probability that 
the Overdue British ship Lyderhorn will 
not arrive. The reinsurance has now 
been advanced to 30 per cent., and there 
ia a general feeling that the ship has 
been lost in one of the typhoons which 
raged off the China coast during the 
last few months.

-ago. 

What makes it appear unfavorable for 
the Lyderhorn is the report by the Bri- 1 
tish ship Dynomene, arriving September | 
ICth. 8he and the Lyderhorn left the j 
Chinese coast about the same time, and 
the narrow escape of the Dynomene in 
a great storm that was encountered when 
two days out casts a very grave outlook 
«*>ou the Lyderhorn’a chances. Accord¬ 
ing to the captain of the Dynomene, a 
terrific typhoon struck the ship on 
August 2nd, throwing her on her beam 
«Jids and inflicting considerable damage. 
Tlhree seas 'which in succession swept 
over the ship almost caused her to turn 
turtle, the sens going clear over the 
house.

LYDERHORN IN PORT. 


MOUNTAIN CLIMBERS. 


Long Overdue Ship Reaches the Royal 
Roads on Sunday Afternoon. 


Guides on Their Way Home After a 
Season in the Rockies. 


The British ship ; Lyderbom, Captain 
JWHUams, to which reference Brmade in 
another column as being overdue and as 
causing considerable speculation among 
reinsurance men, arrived inmt Itoyal 
Roads on Sunday afternoon. The ship 
Is not ont 170 daya from ffeggkang as 
reported by shipping papers, but about 
half that time.

Five expert mountain climbers, who 
have been employed by the Canadian 
Pacific railway as gaidea In the Cana¬ 
dian Rockies, passed through Mont¬ 
real a few daya ago on their way to 
Bwltaerland after a season’s work in 
Canada. The chief of the party la C. 
L. Clarke, a native of Bwltaerland, but 
hla parents were English. He haa al¬ 
ready spent three seasons as a guide In 
the Rockies, and wilt return next year 
to attend to Canadian Pacific tourists 
who want to scale the high peaks. 

Speaking of the season just closing, 
Mr. Clarke sold there was more moun¬ 
taineering than in any previous season, 
but the majority of the tourists were 
Americans. Owing to tha coronation the 
number of English climbers was leas 
than last year. There was not an acci¬ 
dent during the season. 

Homo of the most notable climbing 
was on*Mount Sir Donald, which haa 
an altitnde of 10,800 feet, and among 
those who went to the top was Mias 
Grace Reymond, of Boston. This feat 
was only once before performed by a 
woman, the first Wing Mrs. Burns, an 
English woman, ‘who bagged the moun¬ 
tain laat year. The courageous little 
woman from Boston waa guided by Ed¬ 
ward Fans and Fred. Michael. The 
climb occhftfed seven hours, and when 
the top was reached, a severe snowstorm 
ast In and compelled the young woman 
and her guides to remain on the summit 
for • longer time thou they intended.^ 
Four hours was required for the descent. 
During the season three parties of Am¬ 
ericans were taken to the top of Sir 
Donald. 

The same guides led an American, 
whose name they could net remember, 
with his 18-year-o!d son and lft-year-old 
daughter to the top of Eagle Peak, a 
9,000-foot climb.

In aeraial lalaoda of tka I ado-Partite 
region, says Professor G. Thllrnlus, who 
has been closely stn4ylng the subject for 
some months, the belief prevails that per¬ 
sons who are tattooed have a much better 
ebance of getting safely Into the next world 
than those who are not tattooed. 

As a typical exampl^ he cites the case 
of the women In tbe Laughlan Islands, a 
small group east of the southern end v>f 
New Guinea. Thebe women tattoo the 
greater part of their bodies with angled 
designs, but never fall to tattoo concen¬ 
tric circle* on their legn. 

They believe that between the Laughlan 
Islands and the Island of Vatum. In tbe 
Trobriand group, to which their son I# 
should go, there la a great snake over 
Which they must paw. The snahat asks 
each soul* for her tattooing, and the aoul 
takes It off and gives k to the snake, who 
covers Itself with It. 'The snake then be¬ 
comes broad and lint, and the aoul passes 
over as over a bridge. 

If, however, the soul Is not tattooed, the 
snake shrinkH, and the soul falls into the 
sea. and cannot reach tbe blessed sanctu¬ 
ary In Vatum. Moreover, worse atlll, these 
wretched sou la are straightway changed In¬ 
to fish. 

Thin strange belief has prevailed In the 
Laughlan Islands for a long time, and 
there la no evidence that It la dying oat.
